After ſome time, finding they were gone, he lifted up 
his head, and heard k ſhrill whiſtle from a man fifty or 
fixty yards off. He ſoon knew him to be a deſerter from 
the Rebel army. He aſked Mr. H. what he deſigned 
to do? who anſwered, Go in my boat to the Engliſh 
ſhips, which are four or five and twenty miles off.“ 
But the Rebels had found and burnt_ the boat. So 
knowing their life was gone, if they ſtayed till the 
morning, they got into à 'fmall canoe, {though liable 
to overfet with a puff of wind) and ſet off from ſhore, 
Having rowed two or three miles, they ſtopped at a 
little ifland, and made a fire, being almoft periſhed with 
cold. But they were quickly alarmed by a boat rowing 
toward the ſhore, Mr. Hatton ſtanding up ſaid, We 
have a muſket and a fuſee, If you load one, as faſt as 
I diſcharge the other, I will give a good account of 
them all.” He then ſtept to the ſhore, and bade the 
rowers ſtop and tell him, who they were ? Declaring 
' He would fire among them, if any man ſtruck another 

ſtroke, Upon their anſwering, * found they were 
Friends, being fix more deſerteis from the Rebel army, 
So they gladly came on ſhote and brought proviſions 
with them, to thuſe who before had neither meat nor 
drink. After refreſhing themſclves, they all went into 
the boat, and cheerfully rowed to the Engliſh: ſhips, 

Friday gi. We concluded the year at Welt-itreet, 
with a ſolemn Watch-night, Moſt of the Congrega- 
tion ſtayed till the beginning of the year, and cheer- 
fully ſang together,

In the evening I preached in the High-Street at 
Helſton, I fcarce know a town in the whole county 
which is ſo totally changed. Not a ſpark of that bitter 
enmity to the Methodiſts, in which the people here 
for many years gloried above their fellows. 

Going through Marazion, I was told that a large 
congregation was waiting, So TI ſtepped out of my 
chaiſe and began immediately, And we had a gracious: 
ſhower, Some were cut to the heart: but more re- 
joiced with joy unſpeakable. | 

In the evening I preached in the Market-Place at 
Penzance, I deſigned afterwards to meet the Society. 
But the people were ſo eager to hear all they coutd-

That the former were called 
Gomerians, Cimmerians, Cimbrians ; and afterwards 
Celtiæ, Galatæ and Gauls: the latter, were called by 
the general name of Scythians, Scuiti, Scots: g. That 
the Gomerians ſpread ſwiftly through the North of 
Europe, as far as the Cimbrian Cherſoneſus, (including 
Sweden, Denmark, Norway, and divers other coun- 
tries) and then into Ireland, where oy multiplied 
very early, into a conſiderable nation, 6. That ſome 
ages after, another part of them who had firſt ſettled 
in Spain, ſailed to razr under Milea, or Mileſius: 
and conquering the firſt inhabitants, took poſſeſſion of 
the land: 7. That about the ſame time the Gomerians 
came to Ireland, the Magogians or Scythians came to 
Britain: ſo early, that both ſtill ſpoke the ſame lan- 
guage, and well underſtood each other. 8. That the 
Iriſh ſpoke by the Gomerians, and the Welſh ſpoke by - 
the Magogians, are one and the ſame language, ex- 
preſſed by the ſame ſeventeen letters, which were long 
after brought by a Gomerian Prince into Greece: 9. 
That all the languages of Europe, Greek and Latin in 
particular, are derived from this. 10. That the Ante» 
deluvian language, ſpoken by all till after the flood, 
and then continued in the family of Shem was He- 
brew : and from this [the Hebrew ] tongue many of 
the Eaſtern languages are derived. The foregoing par-

In an 
hour after we left Taunton, one of the chaiſe horſes 
was on a ſudden ſo lame, that he could hardly ſet his 
Foot to the ground. It being impoſſible to procure 
-any human, help, I knew 'of no remedy but prayer, 
[Immediately the lameneſs was gone, and he went juſt 
as he did before, In the evening I preached at South- 
Brent, and the next day went on to Briſtol. 
Friday 8, I went over to Kingswood, and made a 
1 enquiry into the management of the School. 
found ſome of the Rules had not been obſerved at 
all: particularly that of riſing in the morning. Surely 
Satan has a peculiar ſpite at this School!
